School Report. 


During the past year the schools have maintained their 
usual high standing throughout the district, most of the 
teachers have done excellent work, the exceptions were due to 
the resignations of some of the teachers and the unavoidable 
interruptions incident to installing new teachers. 

At Conway Village, Miss Young resigned as teacher of 
the first primary school at the close of the fall term, in order 
to complete a course in normal school.» Miss Alice M. Mor 
rison of North Conway was placed in charge of that school 
for the remainder of the year. 

Mrs. Adeline McDonald resigned as principal of the 
grammar school at Conway Village at the close of the fall 
term on account of ill health, and her resignation was accepted 
with reluctance as she hasa long record of successful teaching 
in Conway. In 1892-3 she taught two terms at Center Con- 
way. In the fall of 1894 when the intermediate grade was 
established at Conway Village, she was placed in charge of 
that school continuing until the end of the school year in 
June 1898. At the beginning of the school in Sept. 1899 she 
was placed in charge of the grammar school at. Center Con- 
way as principal, where she remained until the end of the 
school year in June 1902. At the beginning of the spring 
term in 1903 she was place in charge of the grammar school 
at Conway Village as principal, where she remained until the 
end of the fall term in 1908. Mrs. McDonald has always been 
faithful, conscientious and thourough in her teaching, there- 
by winning the respect of her scholars, and the confidence of 
the school board and public, and in her resignation we feel 
that we have lost one of our best teachers. Mr. Stephen W. 
Ferguson, recommended by a teachers’ agency in Worcester, 
Mass., was secured to take charge of the school. 

At Center Conway the teacher of the primary school, 
Miss Lucy Jacobs, who took charge of the school in Septem- 
ber, failed to return as she agreed to for the winter term 
which caused a delay of two weeks in opening that school. 
Mrs. Florence P. Ferguson was secured for this school. 

At North Conway and Kearsarge there has been no 
change of teachers, and the work has been most satisfactory. 
In fact it has demonstrated that good teachers should be re- 
tained as long as possible. 

Miss Katherine F. Charles at the McMillan school is 
giving the district good work. 
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The unusually large number of the incidental expenses 
the past year has so reduced the funds that the School Board 
were unable to have more than thirty-two weeks school year 
instead of thirty-three weeks as in the past. 

The increase in the amount of books and supplies for the 
past year is explained by the fact that there was no supply on 
hand at the beginning of the year. That the teachers and 
scholars have used more per capita this year than in the past. 
That the Readers and Arithmetics were in such condition 
that it was necessary to either buy almost an entire new lot 
of text books or exchange for a better book at practically the 
same figure. ‘The last was considered, by the Board, the 
wiser thing to do; further by the increase of the number of 
scholars attending our schools for the past year. 

At the meeting of the School Board in August, George 
B. Reed tendered his resignation as a member of the School 
Board, as his business called him out of town, and he was 
unable to attend to the duties of his office. The resignation 
was accepted, and later Dr. Charles P. Buzzell was appointed 
to fill the vacancy for the remainder of the year. 

During the summer new _ seats were purchased and 
placed in the primary room at Center Conway, also in the 
grammar room at North Conway. At Redstone a wood ceil- 
ing has been put in in the primary room, the woodwork 
painted and the walls murescoed in the entire building. At 
East Conway the school house was painted on the outside. 

We regret to say that there has been no abatement of 
breaking of window glass at the McMillan school house, and 
that all appeals to the proper authorities have brought no 
result either in ending the mischief or discovering the guilty 
parties. 

The condition of the cesspool at the North Conway 
school house became such that the health of the scholars 
there was in danger by reason of the backing up of the water 
from the old cesspool, and therefore a new one was put in, 
taking the overflow from the old one. 

At the county road school house there was no suitable 
drinking water to be had within a reasqnable distance, so a 
well was deemed necessary by the School Board, therefore 
one was dug and nearly completed, the ground freezing made 
it impossible to finish grading it satisfactorily. 

REPAIRS NEEDED. 

The school house at Redstone needs painting on the 

outside, and grading around the building. The school house 
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at Center Conway needs painting on the outside. The house 
at the West Side needs a wood ceiling, the woodwork painted 
and the walls whitened, and the underpinning repaired. The 
county road school house is becoming crowded and needs 
enlarging, a wood shed built, and the buildings painted on 
the outside. A pump is also needed for the well. 

FURNITURE NEEDED. 

The blackboards at the McMillan and West Side school 
houses, being of plastering, and by its having fallen off it will 
be necessary to replace them with new ones. Storm windows 
are recommended for the north and west sides of the West 
Side school house, as it is impossible to make the room com- 
fortable on these sides of the room with a cold northwest 
wind blowing, which is often during the winter term. 

At the beginning of the school year in September seven 
pupils from this town entered Tilton Seminary that the School 
Board had not been notified of when the appropriation was 
made, so the appropriation was not large enough to meet the 
bills for tuition, and part of them had to be turned over to 
the Selectmen. Parents should notify the School Board of 
those whom they intend to send away to approved high 
schools or academies, expecting the school district to pay 
the tuition, so that a sufficiently large appropriation may be 
made to meet the same.
